he ia not entitied to. The result being 
that a copscientious practitioner who 
tells his client that there te no de- 
fence lowes and an unscrupulous one 
gains . 

1 have mo doubt that the (wo able 
judges whe now preside in this sec- 
tion of the country have over ant 
over again seen this but being unable 
to act have silently parsed it over, 
whereas if they had the power they 
would at once put a stop to it The 
legislature should arm them with the 
power, A short ordinance should be 
passed embodying the following: 

On all notes, bile of — exchange, 
cheques, or other negotiable securi- 
ties sued within 12 Months of Matur 
ity the defendant should not be al- 
lowed to defend without the per- 
Mission of a judge thia permission to 
obtained on an affidavit of merit 
from the defendant and another from 
the defendant's lawyer, that in his 
opinion there is a good defence ta 
law In all such cases if the defence 
turns out te be for time, for the pur- 
pose of adding costs on the plaintiff or 
frivolous the judge to have the 
power to omer the defendant's 
lawyer to pay all costs or any. propor 
tion of them as to him May seem fit 

The abowe could be extended to al! 
actions om accounts, sIMple contracts 
and other elementary cases 

In some matances the power should 
be given the court only to allow de- 
fence on the defendant first” giving 
security for costs such power to te 
vested in the WHgeretion ef the fudge
